— Tlio> new cabinet 
and thoir oflioial appointments, yot co bo 
niiule, lire tho eolo topic of diaoussion. Con- 
trary to the view advanced l>y some news- 
papers, Jlr. (iludstone will bo I'reinier in 
all that tho term innilies. lie will control 
fciia polloy of the cabinet at home and 
abroad, and every member of tho cabinet 
will be in thorough accord willi hia chief. 
The idea conveyed by Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Uhuraberlaiu, in his attack on Mcasra. Glad- 
stone and Morley, to the eSeot that Mr. 
Qladstooe would select Lord Rosebcrry to 
take ohorge of foreign affairs, oven if his 
own views dilTered from Loril Koaeberry'a, 
has excited both indignutloa and surprise in 
Liberal oiroles. It is well known to all who 
have followed Mr. Gladstonrs cueer, that 
while

ho is a thorough believer in maintaining tho 
integrity of the British enipiro, and thut 
Lord Salisbury htmielf would not be more 
resolute on occasion in repelling forciRo 
a;;j,'reBsion. This Mr. Gladstone showed in 
I88u, <\lien he gave the Rusiiansnotice that 
thoy must retire from the fsatcs of Herat, 
and suslained the warning) with military 
and naval preparations, that Russia could 
not misunderstand. Wlmtovor favorable 
iinpresaion the Czar may pave had regard- 
ing Jlr. (Iladatuuo up tor that time, it ia 
well-known to have been one-faced. 
Tho Czar cannot bo said to bo 
on friendly terms with Mr. (JIadatono, 
to-day, and thia Mr. Gladaioiie hiii.aelf has 
stated. V.'hero Mr. (llndatoiio'a foreiijn 
policj difTer-s froin that of Lord Saliabury 
is that llr. Cludatone believes in u etrict 
adherence to treaties and pledges, atid he 
dcea not believe in crushing and bullying 
any littio State that may tempt Kiigland's 
cupidity. Mr. (JIadatono would not have 
annexed Burmali or have placed a price ou 
the head of the Sultan of Witu, and ho is 
ready to fulfil scrupulously to the letter tbe

and claowliere. Mr, GladHtono does not ro- 
cognjy.e that Great Britain could take 
any part iu tho Btrugglea and rivalry 
of continental powers unless Great 
Britain ia directly mer.aced or assailed 
by one or tho other of thu contending 
particc. In thia roapoci Mr. Gladstone 
dillers radically from Lore Saliabury, who 
shaped the course of I'^-Ufiljud iu oontincntui 
offttira in tho opinion that Eneland 
waa a fourth member of tho Triple 
alliance and bound to suatiiin Ger- 
many, Italy and Atiatriiv nguintt France 
ond iiuaaia. Should war break out be- 
tween (iermany and France, or between 
Husaia and Franec, on the one aide, nnd the 
powers of the Triple alliance on tho other, 
Great lirilain with Mr. Glatlatouo aa 
Premier would not interfere aa long 
ai tho combatants would respect 
tlic rights and interests of Great 
Britain. In brief, Mr. Gladstone will not 
Ko about with a menace on bis brow and 
a challenge in his tono giviug foreign nationa 
to understand that England ia rather unxi- 
oiiB for a pretext to punish those who may 
get in her way.

AUSTRALIAN PROSPEKITY. 

The Other Side of tho Story Told by Premier 
Sir Qeorge Dlbbs. 

MoNTRy.AL, Aug. 13. — The conviction is 
forced upon Canadians that Sir George 
Dibbs, the Premier of New South Wales, 
who recently passed through Canadtk on his 
way homo from London, is aomething of a 
blowhard and an all round boomer of things 
Australia, regardless of tho details which 
go to make up tho reverse side of afifairs 
the colony of which bo is tho 
pnino minister. This opinion is 
too evidently shared by members of the 
Canadian cabinet, for that body neglected 
to have representatives at Ottawa to meet 
the Antipodean Premier when he arrived 
there for the alleged purpose of arranging 
cable and steamship lines between Canada 
and Australia. While in Jlontreal, Sir 
George, when he could spare a few moments 
from his abuse of the American people and 

tlicii lubbitiiLioUS, uuVuled lliein to leplc- 
sentiugNew.South Walea aaaliiioata veritable 
I'Udorado. Aa compared with New York, 
Premier Dibba said Melbourne waa far and 
away ahead of the American metropolis in a 
great iiiaiiy easential re3[)ecla. To-day the 
Kcbo, a local weekly paper, published u 
letter from ita Australian correspondent, 
which saya :"Sinco last writing you, thinga 
in Victoria have heconio terrible. The labor 
iiiarUet haa become glutted, and nion 
and women aro selling their labor, iu 
sonic cases, for less than they can Uro upon. 
Uvcr 0,000 persons are out of work in Mel- 
bourne alone. Processions of tho unem- 
ployed, both men and women, some of the 
latter with babMiin their arms, everyday 
parade the streels, holding torchlight pro- 
cessions at night, and in every possible way 
they caaconjure up try to force the Gov- 
ernment to hnd employment for them. 

In West Melbourne, Dr. Maloney, Mem- 
ber of the Legislative Assembly, has erected 
a largo tent to shelter those who are home- 
IcHa, and I can tell you there are liuiidrcils 
o[ faiiiilica wlio have lakeii advan- 
tage of hia kindncaa. Hi.Bidoa th 
there are lots Icaa fortimalo who .sleep on 
the banks of the Kivcr \'arra, with nothing 
but an old bag to cover them; while 
sonio, who are atill worao oil', have 
to bo contented with a few old uewapapera. 
Theso are facta, and are not in the Icaat 
overilrawii. People arc evicted wholesale, 
and their eti'ectH taken to the auctioueera lo 
sell to pay for rent to lill the greedy land- 
lord'a poeketa, " who toila not, neither 
does hu spin," and why, naka the corres- 
pondent, ahonld he, when ho linda lots of 
people only Loo eager to pay him big fat 
rents'.' 'The letter contiiiuea; jVow that 
the Kanaka (Black labor) bill has passed tho 
<>uecn.iland House, wo will expect soon to 
aco hundrcda of theao very undesirable 
people orer here competing with the already 
underpaid white laborer. The Kcho'a letter 
hua crcat-od a great deal of aurpriae among 
business men and others who met ISir 
George Dibbs and listened to hia glowing 
descriptions of the colony.

Ottawa, Aug. l.S. — The Government has 
approve<l the plans for the Canadian build- 
ing at tho World's Fair.

At tho cabinet council, held in Montreal 
to- day, the Canal tolls ijueat ions wore discuss- 
ed and Bottled. It ie undcrfslood that in pur- 
suance of tlio views of the Government as to 
tho temporary character of the existing 
order-in-Council respecting Canal tolls, 
and of its future policy in that 
behalf, the contemplated termination 
of tho existing eyatem will bo fixed at tho 
end of the present season, and that to pre- 
vent tho continuance of tho feeling which 
appears to prevail ia the United slates un 
the subject, au assurance to that eirect will 
be given to the Washington Government. 
Tho numerous contracts and engagements 
which have been entered for the present 
season imder the exiatinglregulatious render 
it practically impossible to make any earlier 
change, in conae(]uenco of tho injury which 
would bo caused to companies and individu- 
als in the performance of their obligations.

Vancoover, Aug. 13, (Special). — ^The 
weather was cool and calm ; the water was 
comparatively smooth ; tho races were 
cloiely contested, and the time was com- 
mendable. It was altogether an excellent 
afternoon's sport, the Bnrrard Inlets again 
carrying o£f the honors, winning, five out of 
eight events, in a two day's struggle. 

At 3.30 the first gun was fired. Four pad- 
dles simultaneously flashed in the sun ; and 
away they went for a mile dash. Tho second 
day's sports of the North Pacifio association 
regatta had begun. 

In ono canoe wore Bloomfeld and 
Martin of Weatminater, and in the 
other Marshall and Spencer of Vancouver. 
Tho Fraeer river fellows forced the raco 
from tho start, and pushed in two lengths 
ahead of the Burrard Inleters. 

Then tho senior fours were promptly 
called out, tho following crews starting : 

Portland Rowing club : H. Nunn, lliO, 
pounds; B. W. Morris, (lO;)), H. L. Glca- 

nuii. (ir.-i), mid A. (i. Colli. la, (l-iS); 

Vancouver Boating club : A. SlG. Ham- 
iiicraley, ISO pounds; A. P. Home, (H)0),F. 
W. Appleton, (155), and G. R. Major, 
(145); 

Burrard Inlet Rowing club : A. Hender- 
son, 15() pounds; R. Jolmaon, (15S), H. W. 
Kent, (H5), and F. R. Ruaaoll, 

Portland wont away in tho lead, pulling 
a 35 stroke, the Burrarda a .'f5 and Van- 
couver .'(7. At tho Burrard Inlet lioat 
houae, ono third of tho course, tho Van- 
couvera dropped to .'i.'i, and the Burrard 
JnletB were pulling noBO and nose with 
I'ortland. At tho outer end of the C.P.R. 
whnrf, half way over tho course, Vancouver 
fell 12 lengths behind, and were practically 
out of the race. Portland and the Bnrnird 
Inlets were still pulling in dose company as 
the boats passed the city wharf, and the 
noise was deafening. The Portlands' ad- 
mirers encouraged their laurel winners by 
vigorous roiuio from their tin hmn band, 
and the Vancourera yelling encouragement 
to tho home srew and clamoroualy entreat- 
ing them to row harder. The atahvurl 
fellows in white and blno heard tlio 
ahouta of , their fellow citi/.ena. Van- 
couver'a reputation was at atake, — 
thoy knew it, — there waa a wail of anxiety 
in that turmoil. Then every muscle waa 
.Htrainiul like Trhip-corda, until their paper 
record-breaker flashed through the water 
like u streak of light, liut thoir rivaka had 
heard tho tin horna of their trusty compan- 
ions, and they were pulling for tho honor of 
old Portland. Kacl: crew increased its 
apeed to a ;)8 stroke, and atill they swished 
through the water noao and noso. 'The 
crowds at tho finish buoy yelled tliemselvea 
lioarao. Everybody ahouted on principle. 
Suddenly all was quiot, but the swish-sh, 
nwiah-sh of the oars as the rowers set their 
teeth and strained viciously ou the tardy 
oars. 

Bang ! It i> over. The line was crossed, 
noso and nose. No, Portland waa ahead ! 
No, Vancouver was ahead ! 

Then from the shore, from the galaxy o f 
small craft and from the refereo's boat, tho 
Portland crow were seen to wave thoir hats, 
and give three rousing clieora. 

Tho liurrurd Inleta had won. 

All crowded round tho judges' boat, and 
hundreds of voices shouted, '* Wasn't that 
a dead heat ?" 

"No," came tho clear voice of Judge Bo- 
well, "the Burrards won by two feet. Time 
-0.05." 

Everybody was glad they saw that race. 

In tho double outrigged pleasure boats, 
with coxswain, Perks and Hillier entered 
for the B.I.C., also Wright and Marshnll, 
of the same club, Boultbee and Robertson 
represented the'V.R.C., and Lawson and 
Blank, Willametts. Tho courseSvas a mile 
straightaway. Perks and Hillier, of the B. 



I.e., lead from the start, finishing two 
lengths ahead in 7.47 1.2. 

Peterboro canoes, four baddies, one mile 
—Westminster entered Bloomfield, Hodge, 
Innes and Martin ; Burrard Inlet, Marshall, 
Hillier, Wright and Kent. .Again the Royal , 
City rustlers paddled themselves to victory 
by a length and a half in 8:02. 

A ekiffrace, single, followed, between tho 
oarotakers of tbe three clubs— Nye, of tho 
Burrard Inlets j Jerrold, ot tho Vuncouvers; 
and Brady, of the Portlands. Nye again 
added glory to the Burrard blue ond white 
by slipping over the line two lengths ahead 
o! the Portland man. 

But a change was to eonio over the scene. 
Willamette was yet to redeem her lost 
laurels, and wia glory iu tho final struggle, 
perhaps the chief event in the regatta ; and 
her reliable Quackonbusli, hu with the giant 
arms, was to do it for her. 

The big-armed man beat " our Johnson " 
fair and square, iu the senior singles, over a 
miln aud a half course. It was n pretty 
start. Thia was tho order : Johnson, 
Burrard Inlet Club; (iuackenbusli, Will- 
aiiiettes ; Henderson, Burrard InUt, and 
Dr. Nunn, Portland. The Willamette man 
started oil' with :\7 long, powerful strokes, 
Johnson pulling -10, Ilendoraon and 
Nunn 111. Nunn dropjied out at the half 
mile jiost, and Henderson stuck pluckily lo 
the race, liuiahiug a fair third. 

I'lio struggle waa belwecii Qaaekcnbush 
and Johnson. At the mile po.st, tie latter 
had dropped hia atrokc to ,'11, (,>uackcnbush 
still iiounding the water .'i? times every 
minute.

The cook, who 
was a Kanaka, was induced by Roderique 
and hio brother to put poison in the food of 
four of tho crew, who wera also Kanakas, 
and all died. One of tho brothera then shot 
and killed tho supercargo, nanuid (iil.'.son, 
and the other sliot and killed Captain 
Cusptellar. The brothers then took poases- 
fliou of the schooner and went to Ascension 
Island. Here the cook demanded money, 
ami upon being refused told tho story to 
the authorities. A Spanish man-of-war 
thereupon seized the .■schooner and jilaced 
the I\i)deri(|ui! brnlher.s in irons and took 
them back to Tahiti,

On Thursday the Joan carried 
a full load of excursionists from Comox to 
Seymour Narrows, all of whom speak well 
of tbo craft. She made her entire trip on 
gooil tinio, calling at all the usual stopping 
pi ice.'i. 

When the ship Don Nicholas was being 
towed out of Burrard Inlet by the tug Sea 
l.ion, in aomo unaccountable way, tho 
fastenings of tbo forward anchor became 
loose, and the anchor with about SI) fathoma 
of chain, dropped overboard. 'The chain 
ran out su laat that those on board wore 
afraid to try to stop it, as had they done so, 
tho bow of tho ship would have been par- 
tially carried away. Tho location of tho 
anchor is indefinite, tho nearest approach 
to close information being the atatemenl 
that the ship was 20 nnnutes out of the 
Inlet, with tho tide. -An attempt will, 
h.iwever, probably be n:ade to recover the 
property by dragging. 

'I'lie Donduion (iovernment steamer Qua- 
dra, which was wrecked on an unknown 
rock iu Rose Harbor during the latter part 
of -May last, will leave tho blsipiiinalt ilry 
dock probably on Monday night, as sound a 
ship as ever. The plates which were tot n 
off m tho collision and tho broken piece of 
keel have been replaced and tho work bus 
all been done most thoroughly, 80 that there 
will be no permanent trace of the damage 
except, of course, the bill for costs in raising, 
repairing, etc., which will be found on file 
in the Marino Department at Ottawa na a 
n^nnienlo of tho trip northward. Besides 
the actual repaiis made to the iron work, 
beams, bulkheaids, keel, etc., tho whole 
ship has been repaired and cleaned up until 
she looks as spick and span as when sho 
first sailed into Victoria harbor. Sho will 
go at nnuti into comnnssion again and re- 
sunie the '.voi k which since tho unfortunate 
accident has huen taken up by the Sir .lames 
Douglas.

The Imperial Govcrnmentof China lins re- 
cently issued an order cliauging tho shupo 
of the national ihig from diagonal to Ei|unrc;

The damaged Nippon Yuson Kwaisha 
steamer Omi-niaru ia proceeding from Ha- 
kodate to Nagasaki for repairs. Tho Yo- 
miuri says tho Company first made applica- 
tion to ^'okosuka dockyard hut was unable 
to obtain accoininodation for tlio vessel 
there owing to the number of vessels already 
awaiting urgent repairs.

The increase of ex- 
traordinary expenditure is intended to pro- 
vide for an engineering school in Osaka, for 
which an annual allowance of $100,000 is 
contemplated ; for the establishment of a 
hospital for treatment of lung diseases, and 
for experimenting with Koch's lymph, for 
which an annual allowance of S!)0,009 is an- 
ticipated. This latter scheme is proposed 
bocauso of the return from Germany of J)r. 
Kitaza, who for a time was assistant with 
Dr. Koch. 

" The Yomiuri has published many cur- 
ious and absurd stories," aays tho Japin 
Gazette, "but none to cijual its latest which 
headed '.Mysterious Alfair.' It must 
auroly bo testing the credulity of its readers 
when it writes as follows of alleged myster- 

Sakakibura Tokujiro, an employe of tho

compound of ShizuoUa castle: 'On the 
" t of tho loth instant, tho inmutes were 
aroused from thoir sleei) in terror by tho 
mosquito net taking lire in a mysterious 
way. Tliey soon extinguished the hre .iml 
then discovered that a purse which had been 
placed near the bed had mysteriously dis- 
appeared.

One of them entered the house and 
sat down, when one of the cushions flow up 
and alighted on tho fencing close to the 
front door. Two Japuneao umbrellas which 
had been brought by tho detectives 
and placed against the wall were 
seen to be hurled to the ground ami 
broken, the ribs (bamboo) being broken and 
the oil covers torn to pieces. .Shortly after- 
wards new umbrellas appeared in their 
places ! ! One of the Shizuoka Nippo's re- 
porters, Mr. Matsnnioto, afterwards visited 
the house to learn tho circumstances of tho 
case, ami his umbrella received the same 
treatment as those of tho detectives. Two 
porcelain figures of domestic fowl also 
appeared in the room from an unknown 
quarter. Oil tho morning of the lOlh iiist., 
a passer-by observed a small box contain- 
ing copper eaab thrown out of one of the 
windows, but on inquiring of the inmates 
they jirofessed onliro ignorance of tho 
matter. The Hying about of liandkercliiofa, 
tea-cups and pots iri of couataiit occurrence, 
and innumerable iiiyateries aro of daily and 
nightly occurrence. Money and valuables 
are chilly uU'ected, but this cannot be the 
work of thieves, as no man could accom- 
plish the feats which occur. Then must it 
not be tho work of a fux, or badger, or some 
other animals which bewitch human beings? 
These phenomena are said to have begun at 
the end of lust month." 



A few days ago tlicro ifrived in Victoria 
bytho San Francisco steahcf^ ^ gentleman 
who, since he left A'ietoii.^ ^ little over a 
year and a halfback, hasvisitijl the Austra- 
lian colonies, and bcM returii«d fully eon- 
vinccd, as he expresses It, that^iowover it 
may bo looked upon, Canada is tho irightest 
gem in the liritish crown. 

-Mr. X. Lalirancho is a Frencb-Canaliau 
horn in the I'rovince of Quebec. He 'c,ii 
moulder by trade, but for many years d>, 
voted his attention to military matters, aV 
one time commanding the well-known 
.Sixty-fifth Batallion of Montreal, and hav- 
ing been drill instructor for a naraber of 
corps, his high qualiticiitions for which 
have been well uppreolated. Leaving 
.Montreal by the Dominion line steamer, ho 
visitfld Liverpool, and by the Oriental 
Steamship company's Oroya, for Melbourne, 
Australia, the passage being made in 41 
days. Going in tho steerage, he had full 
opportunities for acquainting himself with 
the class of people who emigrate from Eng- 
land. 

On reaching Melbourne it was seen that 
many of the new arrivals were utterly un- 
suited for and indeed, altogether unauitable 
to the new country, ami it waa apparent 
that the lot of many of them was not to go 
fui iher and get upon the soil; but to swell 
thcarmy ofatthaltiuie helpless and hopeless 
ones, who beleaguer and invade tho already 
ovcrpopulated cities. A great deproaaion 
in traile prevailed at ilolbourne, and in 
consequence Mr. Lal5ranclie only reiuaiued 
there three weeks, taking a steamer for 
Christcliurch, New Zealand. 

En route the vessel culled in at Duncdin, 
Tasmania, (Van DIoiiulu's Livud) and here 
in tho cemeteries were seen monumouts to 
not a few French Canadians, who had been 
transported for the part they took in the 
rebellion of lS.'i7. A brief atop waa also 
made at Wellington, and at u place called 
Bluff were obtained what are claimed to be 
the finest oysters in the world. The ports 
which were made bad popuhitiona of '_'(), 000 
to ,'50,0(10 souls and, in times of ordinary 
prosperity, bure evidence of being homes 
of well to do and enterprising com 
munities. In Australia, and particularly 
in New Zealand, one might almost lancy 
him.^elf in lOngland, the habits and customea 
of tho people being so pronounced, while 
almost at every step someone or other of 
tho many I'roviucial dialects was notice- 
able, the Cockney with his special 
pccnliarities being more than ordinarily 
prominent. 

New Zealand's great possibilities as an 
agricultural country are positively immense 
— aome of the sheep runs are remarkably 
extensive. The trouble with it is that 
tliere are no markets for its products except 
Australia and Grout I^ritain, tho latter 
being over 12,000 miles away. , People 
spoken to said that they were able to 
do and live very well, thoy could amass 
large quantities of land and other stulT, but 
ihoy could realize no money. 

Unable to discover in New Zealand any 
opportunities of which ho might take ad- 
vantage, Mr. La Hranche returned to Mel- 
bourne, where he found tho depression oven 
worse than before, the factories were all 
closed, the sheep and cattle ranges of the 
province (Victoria), all complaining that 
they were unable to sell their products. 
•VI though warned that, owing to the general 
strike, matters in New South Wales were 
van worse than in tho sister colonies, Mr. 
La Hrauclie determined to visit iSj-duey, 
from which, he said, in the event 
of nothing turning up, ho could inaho 
his way to Hritish Columbia by way of 
San Francisco. Reaching his destination 
found matters oven worse than had been 
.ilated; trade was terribly dc)iressed; thous- 
ands of men were out of work, and their 
wives and children thronged the streets, 
peddling small wares.

bo e-xcccdingly rash for hira to introduce 
his Homo Rule measure while tho Irish 
members are so completely masters of the 
situation. They aro iu fact, if they choose 
to be so, the drivers of tho Liberal Govern- 
ment. This is an immense power to placo 
in the hands of any body of men, and this 
is the power held, not by tho whole but by 
» part of the Liht-ral contingent from Ire- 
laud ; for if only twenty of tho f;evcnty-ai.x 
Irish members prove recalcitrant or unrea- 
sonable in their demands, thoy can 
at any time brin.EC about a dcad- 
look. In the crisis which these in- 
tractable Irish representatives would 
bring on, tlie souls of Mr. (lladatone's 
Liberal followers would bo sorely tried. 
Thoy would, for tho sake of remaining in 
ofHce and holding on to power, bo tempted 
to inako concessions of which their better 
reason and their patriotism disapproved. 
Would it bo wise in Mr. (lludatono to ex- 
pose hia supporters from Gioal llri'ain to 
.such a temptation? Wo have his own 
serious and solomu declaration on record 
that it would not. Will Mr. Gladstone 
piuauo a course which ho himself bus pro- 
nounced to be unsafe '.' Tho temptation to 
do so has, wo see, been too miiuh for him, 
and how are wo to expect his lollowors to 
bo stronger and more consistent than 1 
when the day of trial comes ? 



GLADSTONE'S MAJORITY. 

The I'^nglish Conservative newspapers lay 
groat stress on tho fact that, although Mr. 
Gladstone has a stnall majority in the House 
of Commons, in Bogland the majority 
against him is seventy-one. Tho returns 
from Scotland and Wales diminish that 
majority very considerably, but, making all 
doductiona, tlio niiijority of members re- 
turned from Great Britain ajaiiisl Mr. 
Gladstone is fifteen. This shows how com- 
pletely ho is dependent upon Ireland for his 
sapport. In 18S5 Mr. Gladstone considered 
it of the utmost importance that the Liberal 
party should have a majority in the Ilouao 
of Commons independent of any aocesaion 
of strength from Ireland. This is what he 
said : 

"Let us suppose that the Liberal party 
might bo returned to the eornioL; Parlia- 
ment in a minority, hut in a minority whieli 
might became a inajoiity by the aid of the 
Iriah vote, and was called on to deal uilli 
the great conatitutional cjueitiiin of llie 
goTornmeut of Ireland, in a poaitioii where 
it was a minority di'pi.'nding on the Iriah 
voto for converting it into a majority. Now, 
I toil you, gentlemen, seriously, ami 
aolemiily, that though 1 believe the Liberal 
party to bo honest, patriotic and trust 
worthy, in such a position as that it would 
not be safe for it to enter into tho consider- 
ation of a measure in respect of which, at 
tho first step of its progress, it would bo in 
the power of a party coming from Ireland 
to say, 'Unlcaa you do this or that, we will 
turn you out tomorrow.' " 

Tho state of thingM which Mr. Gladstone 
dopreoatod in 1880 is actually that which 
obtains in 1892. Homo Rule ia the great 
question to be considered by tho present 
Parliament. The Liberal party has been 
returned in a minority from G'roit Britain, 
and it depends upon tho Irish voto to con- 
vert that minority into a majority. It ia in 
tho power of the party coming from Ireland 
to say "Unless you do this or that, wo will 
turn you out to-uioriow. " Aucording, then, 
to Mr. Gladstone's serious and solemn, dic- 
tum, it is not safe to enter into the con- 
sideration of a moaauro tor Homo Rule for 
Ireland. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Gladstone

Tho Times ia most inconsistent in its 
criticisms on the conduct of the I'rcmior in 
— what we are happy to be able to .speak of 
as— the late erisia. Wiieu, lluuu.;h the 
incompetency of tho civic authorities, the 
city was in a sore strait, the Premier came 
to its rescue, no one was moro rejoiced than 
tiio Times. On the Gtli of last mouth when 
it was reasonably alarmed, it said : 

" The report of the medical olFieer pres- 
ented to the City Council, laat night, li la 
uniliceivod the too coutiding ahlermauie 
mind, and tho knowledgo that tho Council 
now posaoBses and tho dying of the yellow 
Hags on ono of the principal streets of the 
c ty will probably convince the Mayor ond 
Council that ' desperate diseases require 
desperate, remedies.' Those who are re- 
sponsible for tho enforcement of tho sani- 
tiry Uvw/i, would be held rnsponsible by 
sumo people, rightly or wrongly, should two 
or three or half a dozen catos dovelopo in 
the city after such ample warning, and es- 
pecially were any deaths to result there- 
from." \ 

On the 7th wlien the danger had increased 
and wlien the necessity for action woa evi- 
dently more uigeut, the Times again raised 
this note of warning ; 

"There is a positive anil present danger 
that a falae sense of security may impel il 
tlie lives of many and for inonlha ruin tho 
business of the city. SVo repeat what wo 
said yesterday, hut with greater emphasis, 
'desperate diseases rnjuire desperate reme- 
dies' and that to fjil to grasp the situation 
manfully and detenniuedly will be a proof 
of an iiidifferenco lo the public welfare that 
will be worse than imbecile." 

Well, the civic authorities did not "grasp 
the situation," they were not equal to the 
occasion, and the Government came to tho 
rescue. Tho Provincial Health Officer was 
appointed and the greatly denounced health 
regulations wero issued. Did the Times 
complain of tho autocratic conduct of tho 
Premier, did it proteat against the 'czarism' 
of the Davies? Not by any means. It ex- 
pressed unqualified approval of what had 
been done. It spoke of the regulationa as 
"wise," and said that tho appointment of a 
Health OfBoor invested with ample powers 
"will have the approval of every person." 
It went on to say : 

" Tho knowledge that thoso regulations 
are now in force, and that tho health 
ofTicera are acting under them with all dili- 
gence possible, will restore public oontidence 
within and without the city. . . . In a 
day or two the effect, of tho work done, 
during tho past two days, and of the aen- 
aible regulationa issued by tho Government 
vrill bo demonstrated by Ih? lessened num- 
ber of new cases reported, and ultimately 
by the disappearance of the disease alto- 
gether." 

One would think that, after this, while 
the visitation of smallpox lasted, the Times 
would throw what it calls politics, to the 
dogs, and heartily co-operate with the Gov- 
ernment in carrying out the "wise regula- 
tions.' I'ut although the Government did 
nothing but carry out those regulations in 
spirit and in letter, the Times speedily took 
the alarm and began to censure them for 
enforcing the regulations which it had com- 
mended BO highly. Although the Times, 
Mhtn it saw the danger, advocated a "des- 
perate remedy " for a desporato diaease, 
when the remedy, which was very far in- 
deed from being "desperate," was applied, 
it commenood scolding in a moat vixenish 
in inner. And now, when the remedy ia 
producing the cITeot which the Times itself 
hoped for and predicted, it has nothing but 
abuse and detraction for the Premier and 
the health officer who were wisely 
and actively enforcing tho " wise regula- 
tions." 

In the hour of danger tho Times called 
loudly for tho physician, blessed him and 
praised him when he came ; but now;, when 
he has, with tho aid of a kind Providence, 
cured tho patient and stayed tho plague, 
the Times liaa nothing but evil to say of 
him. This ia not only phenomenal in- 
gratitude, but it is tho grossest and tho 
densest stupidity. 



LABOR REPRESENTATIVES. 

The labor representutives who^havc been 
returned to the British Parliament, although 
they are counted as supporters of Mr. Glad- 
stone, promiao to bo thorns in his side. 

Sonio, at least, of these men are extremely 
radical in their viows, and to judge from 
what they say they have no all'cctiou, and 
but littio rcspoot, for the Grand Old Man, 
Ono of them is Mr. J. Kior Hardie. He ia 
eccentric, through and through, in manner, 
in dress, in language and in principlea. 
lie appeared in tho House of Commoua in 
tl-.u dre.-s of an nrdiiiary laborer, and iii- 
aiated on taking the oath with his head 
covered. It is, we see, suggested that the 
application of soap and water to his person 
would not do him tho least harm. 

Ilia platform is a very extensive ono. It 
goes beyond tho bounds even of radicalism, 
and eiieniaebt:! emiHideralily on the domain 
of socialism, lie favors Home Rule, adult 
auQ'rago and the payment of members. Ho 
deniunds that elections shall bo hold on 
Saturday, and that election day be made a 
legal holiday ; he goes in, too, for triennial 
parliaments and tho abolition of tho IIouso 
of Lords. Ho advocates tho 8Ui)prea3ton 
of tho liipior trutllu, Sunday closing, freo 
I'ducatlou, nud tho disestablishment of the 
Church. Moro than this — he makes a de- 
mand for what ho calls "land restoration," 
which, buing iulei preted, no doulit means 
the aliolitioii of private ijroperty in land; ho 
is, of eour.He, tho advocate for making by 
statute, eight houra .v day's work; he would 
havo the Slulo provide pensions for work- 
ingmon: ho would bind employers byastrong 
liability ael, and ho would establish a labor 
lun eaii and ai bil ni t ion eonrts. Mr. Uardie, 
when ho gets on any one of his hobbies, 
will make tho hair on the heads of the good 
old-fashioned Liberals, with whom he is as- 
sociated politically, fairly stand on end. 
Men of their class and their opinions aro as 
much opposed to many of what Mr. Hardie 
advoeatea as reforiiia aa I he staunehest old 
'I'ory in tlio land. They have a horror of 
anything that looks like aocialiam, and are 
di guiteiwith his ostcntatii ui iiravorence. 

Mr. Bee Tillett was a labor candidate for 
the roproaentation of Bradford, but was, to 
tho delight, no doubt, of the Liberals, de- 
feated. The reader will be able to form a 
pretty good idea of the kind of man Mr. 
Ben. Tillett is from tho following extract 
from one of his speeches : 

"Tho (Jhidstoiiiana lie," ho said, "they 
can't help it ; they are born to it, the .sys- 
tem tlu y live under iiiakea them liars ; and 
the woiking people must not forgol it. 
'i'ho Liberals are letting the working men 
on their h:icks and patronizing ibein, but I 
hope (ioii will all ike me dead, if ever I 
desirt the cause. I would rather rot iu tho 
cutter than havo their )).itronage. " 

If all the laljor representatives are like 
Hardie and Tillett, we have a notion that 
they will not be very enthusiastic followers 
of Mr. Gladstone, or very reliable members 
of the Liberal party.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

f*me Qaeer HAppenlngs In the Bains of an 
Old lowu. 

ICopyrlKlit, 1892 by Charlss B. LowiB.] 

Botwcon tlio towns of Jlyaoro .ind 
Ooimbatoro, Indiii, and on the lufb bunk 
of a stream called llonhollay, are tlie 
ruins of three or four largo villages. The 
aoooiid otiu west of the foothills of tho 
BIysoro range of mountains is called Gar- 
rotr, and auiid the general desolation are 
bho ruina of what was oiice a great tem- 
ple. These villages are only three or 
four out of hundreds to bo found in the 
groat enijiiro. Now and then their his- 
tory can bo traced back to Bome terrible 
plague which dopopulated tliuin in a 
month, and again the doaolaLion is duo 
to war botwocn tribes and factions. As a 
rale no natire will upprouuh one of thoso 
tains, and no attempt is over made to 
rebuild bho towns. 

In 18G3, 'while ! was at the village of 
Bheeta, about thirty miles from {Jarrow, 
tho govornment sent a coniuiission of 
throe officials to survey and inspect the 
village with a view of restoring it by 
offoriug to rebuild the temple and give 
free deeds to all settlors, i was invited 
by the commission to go along, and tliia 
appearing a splendid opportunity for an 
extended inspection of the historic ruina 
I gladly accepted. Including servants 
there were twelve of us in the narty. On 
arriving at a small village called Mussan, 
six miles oast of tho village wo meant to 
aarvoy, wo wore told of some .strange 
things that had lately happened. It was 
doolareil that spirits had taken possession 
of tho ruins. Strange lights had been 
soon flitting about at night, and a huntor 
TfhoBO ardor had led him among the ruina 
had hoard tho sound of stones being 
moved and had boon poltod with rocks. 
,He had a bad bruise on the shoulder tu 
prove tho latter statement. While the 
most intoUiLjent natives of India are full 
of superstition, tlio cunrnun villagers and 
farmers are so tbnr(iui,'hly imbued with it 
that signs and dreams guide must of their 
daily trnnsactiims. Tlio commission was 
headed by an Englishman named Grant, 
of the civil service. The second was a 
Mr. Artwell, of the same br,\nch, and 
the third a Mr. Martin, who was a civil 
engineer. With them, as aucrotary and 
olerk, was a young man named Thomsa- 
8on. 

Littlo attention was paid to tho stories 
of the villagers, and next day we moved 
over and camped in a grovo on the stroani 
aI)out half a mile above the bead uf the 
. desolated town. The site was covered 
with shrubs and grass and vines, and 
hero and there were groves of yount; 
trees. No tigers had boon soon in that 
neighborhood for years, but the place 
looked like a jiiiradise for panthers, 
wolves, Iiyiuias and Berpants. The town 
had ext<3nded along tho bank of the 
stream for a mile and a half. That even- 
ing, whilo we were settling down in our 
now quarters, a number of stones from 
unseen assailants were suddenly thrown 
with greac force at one of tho natives who 
had strayed bi yond the limits of the 
camp, bitting him on tho head and ron- 
derjng him insensible for several min- 
utes. The missiles came from a thicket 
between us and the first ruins of the 
town, and after we had located the di- 
rection wo fired a volley from our guns 
and put an end to the disturbance. Tho 
nativo servants wore thrown into a state 
of great consternation, boliuving and 
arguing that our presence had otFendod 
tho spirits keeping guard over tho ruins, 
and but for Mr. Grant s threats tho 
orowd would have bolted and loft us. 

"I think I can see into this business," 
he explained to us after the servants had 
been quieted down. "These ruins have 
either been taken possession of by a 
band of robbers or there is a party hero 
hunting for treasure. In either caan our 
presence is undesirable and that demon- 
stration was to drive us away. We'll try 
to make it a bad job fur them, whoever 
they are." 

The explanation was a reasonable one, 
and when I asked the gentleman if a ruin 
ao old a.^ this ever yielded up treasure ho 
replied : 

"lUess you, yes ! It has boon my luck 
to bo *iu' on two j(jba as old as this. If a 
tribal war depopulated this town, thou 
more or less treasure was hidden away 
because it could not be carried off. If a 
plague appeared, then those who hurried 
away thought only of saving their lives 
and took littlo or nothing with them. 
Soniowhoro in or about that temple wo 
are pretty sure of finding a plant wortli 
picking up." 

He was still talking when queer lights 
appeared at intervals among the shrub- 
bery, and strange, wild cries were heard 
among the ruins. The niitivcK fell down 
.ind eovereil tlieir heiuLs with oltitlia, Iwi 
frightened to even cry out, but tlie eoiii- 
luisaioner calmly coutinued : 

"You have be<.>n wondering how it 
came about that such tivaaurcs were left 
undisturbed so long. Here is the e.x- 
planatiun at hand. Such survivors as 
know of its existence feared to return. 
No nativo of India would give an Euiiliah 
man a pointer on treaauro. We have 
gathered in plenty of loot since the; 
mutiny, but never with their assistance. 
They call it robbing tho dead. If the 
party there are after treasure they belong 
to some clan up among the mountains. 
They rob each other's ruins, but never 
their own " 

I5y and by the lights disa])pearod and 
silence reigned over tho ruins and wo 
turned in again. Soon after dayli^cht 
camo one of the natives, who had miw 
recovered a portion of hia iiiiturr.l cnur- 
ago, inspected the shriibbeiy and found 
plenty of evidence that it had been oc- 
cupied by men during the night. Some 
of tho stones thrown at us were found to 
have been freshly broken from large 
blocks. 

"It's a gang of treasure hunters for 
sure," said tho commi.'isioner after this 
last proof hud been submitted, "and it is 
quite needless to caution you that we 
must bo very careful. No one must 
enter tho .shubbory alone, and wo must 
bo constantly ready for an attack. Tiioy 
arc doubtless Slmlaga men from tho hills, 
and I hey will stick at notliiiig. " 

"But why not send duv. n to Bhocta f<ji 
a detachment of soldiers to hunt them 
out ?" I asked. 

"And so give away our 'find,' in case 
there is one i We are not so green as 
that. The govornniont must have its 
share, of courso, but wo want no further 
diviaipn* 1 thipk Tve are strong enough 
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to rout 'em out, and we will begin busi- 
noss right away." 

After breakfast the five of us moved 

down on tho head of tho village, leaving 
the camp in cliargo of tho natives. As 
soon as wo got among tho ruins wo found 
it tough work to get along. It had been 
a very substantial town. There bein^ 
plenty' of building stone at hand, more or 
leas of it had been used in every house. 
It must have taken an eartlupiako to 
tling tho blocks about in such confusion. 
Here and there a piece of wall was stand- 
ing, but in most cases everything had 
fallen in a confused heap. Tho ditliculty 
of climbing over the blocks was added to 
by the \egetatioii, and wherever tlie sun 
beat down on a stone we were sure to 
liud a seriient sunning liiuiself. We 
wore heading for tho walls of tho temple, 
but after an hour's work wo had not ad- 
vanced over half a mile. Mr. (irant 
called a halt, and wo were sitting on a 
hugo block of stone in a glade about lifty 
feet across when something very (|uoer 
happened. Tho foliage was dense 
oncmgh to throw the glado into a shadow 
approaching twilight. Our ears were 
suddenly saluted with groans and moans, 
as of some person in deep distx-oss, and 
whilo we wore looking about and at each 
otlior a figure came out of the thicket on 
tho souih side and slowly floated across 
the glade. It looked like a human liguro, 
though dried and inullled, and though it 
passed over the ground at about an 
ordinary height, tho motion was thiit of 
floating along in.stead uf walking. It 
wasn't over twenty feet from us, and 
when it disappeared into the thicket on 
the other side the air was heavy with the 
udor of a strange perfume. 

"It's nothing but a trick to scare us 
off 1" whispered Grant, after the ligure 
had disappeared. If it comes again 
everybody open lire on it !" 

We waited in nervous silenco fur live 
or six minutes, when tho apparition ap- 
peared again, pi-eceded by tho same dis- 
tressing noises. It was scarcely clear of 
the bushes when we opened fire, each 
one of us with a revolver. It floated 
along as before and at the same pace, and 
we got in three shots apiece before the 
smoke (ibscured it. 

"Wo'vo riddled ono of them, anyhow!" 
chuckled Grant as wo waited for the 
smoke to clear; but a niiuuto later, when 
it had floated away, the figure was not 
to bo seen. Wo had fired point blank at 
a distance uf eighteen or twenty feet, and 
it waa absurd to think that all fifteen 
bullets had missed. 

"And how do you account for that?" I 
asked as 1 felt my hair trying to climb 
up. 

"Its one of their conjuring tricks," an- 
swere^d tho engineer, "and waa j)retty 
well worked. I've seen stranger things 
than that, however. Wo had best get 
out of this at once I" 

Wo were hardly nil' tlin blocks before 
a rock weighing at least twenty piuinds 
crashed down through the tree tops and 
fell where we had been sitting. Ten 
seconds earlier would have resulted in 
one death at least. As wo made our way 
along I asked the engineer how such a 
rock could have been heaved into tho air 
to fall with such exactness, but ho could 
not explain. Instead of pushing along to 
tho temple wo now made our way to tho 
right to get out of the rums, and in a 
short time were on tho open plain. 

"Tho tom|ilo is our objective point," 
explained i\Ir. Grant, "and it's no usd 
pushing thr(uigli these ruins to go!; there. 
We'll go down opjioaite and then strike 
in. Now look at that, will you /" 

About a hundred foot away from uaand 
right in our courso was a bushy topped 
tree about thirty feet high. There waa 
only a light air stirring, and yet the top 
of the tree was waving to and fro, as if 
in a heavy gale. We slowly advanced 
until we stood at tho foot of tho tree. 
I had expected to see a native up there, 
but nothing whatever was in sight. 
Whilo wo stood there the tree continued 
its antics, and none of us was sharp 
enough to solve the mystery. 

"It's just a trick to scare us off," said 
Mr. Grant, "and we'll see more of 'em 
before wo are through. How they do 
thoflo things I can't protend to aay, but 
thoy arc dono for ciFect and truuld 
frighten a native out of his senses. Wo 
muat push along and not mind them." 

Opposite tho ruins of the temple wo 
entered the thicket again, Mr. Grant 
leading, and the rest following in Indian 
file. We had not advanced a hundred 
feet when we heard sobs and moans from 
both sides of us, and ono would have 
sworn that a dozen women were wonder- 
iir^' abiiut in distress. Tho aouiula ap- 
peared rjuite close to us, but wo could 
not detect tho presence of a human being. 
All of a sudden, as we continued to push 
ahead, the thicket echoed such screams 
and shrieks that my knees gave out and 
1 had to clutch a limb to support mo. I 
expected to he ridiculed fur my exhibit, 
but the (ilher.s vaine t i ii halt with auriuua 
faces, and the engineer said ; 

"I'm blessed if tho sounds don't give 
me a chill, tlnnigh 1 know it's all a bloom- 
ing trick of the gang to keep us out. 
There must be a lot of the fellows in 
there. " 

"And I'm tbiiikiiig it would bo a wise 
thing to send d(;wii for more help," 
addcil Mr. Grant. "Good Lord ! but 
see that !'' 

A block of stone which seemed to be 
four feet long, a foot thick and three feet 
wide was lying in the grass within four 
feet of us as wo stood in a group. Tiiis 
block Buddeiily stood on end, roso into 
the air fully six feet, and then fell to the 
eiirth with a jar which made things 
trciiible. 1 tell you simply what live of 
us saw or thought we saw. What sort of 
jugglery it was I dou't pretend to say, 
but it was jugglery of some sort, of 
courso. Directly after the stone fell 
four or five largo pieces of rock came 
crashing about our oars aiul no one hesi- 
tated to beat a speedy retreat. 

"I'm not running f'-nm their tricks," 
said ( irant as wo headed for tho caui]), 
"but I'm satisfied thoy are a large party 
and desperate fellows. Thoy are proba- 
bly strong enough to wipo us out, and 
I'll havo up a company of soldiers to 
boat the cover. " 

\ messenger was at once dispatched to 
niieeta, which id a military post, but it 
wna t luco (lays Imforo the soldiers came 
up. There .vcro ninety of them, and 
though wo had heard nothing further 
from tho treasure hunters while waiting, 
we felt sure they wore still among tho 
ruins. Tho troops entered from throe 
diUerent direct ons, having orders to 
shoot down anything they sighted, but 



the whole place was beaten up and only 
one native found. He was lying among 
the riiins of the temple with a broken log. 
He was a Sholaga from tho hills, and 
after having been carried to tho camp and 
his injuries attended to ho talked freely. 
The jiarty had numbered fifty men and 
bad been working for two weeks when 
v/o appeared. 'I'he leader had bi'cn told 
of the existence of a cavern under tli 
ruins of the temple, and they had labored 
hard in their eU'orta to secure it. As w 
afterwards saw for ourselves they had 
moved at least a thousand tons of debris 
before opening tho cavern. Their ap- 
Iiliaiices were of the rudest sort and 
everything hr.d been accoinpliahed by 
main atrengtli. During the jieriod of 
their 1 d)ors live of the [larty had died of 
snake bites and two had been killed in 
moving tho blocks. Tho cavern was 
found tho day before the soldiers camo, 
and ill opening it this native had been 
hurt. His friends had deliberately 
abandoned him, but he bore them no 
grudge. On the contrary, ho was highly 
gratilied to know that tho treasure had 
escaped tho English. When asked as to 
its value his eyes sparkled joyously and 
he answered : 

"Sahib, there wore millions! Over 
tliirty men had each a heavy load made 
ready to carry when I fainted aw!\y. It 
would have made a hundred English- 
men rich for life !" 

Wo found tho ceivern to be a room 
eigtit foot long, six broad and ten iiigh. 
It had been swept clean. The native 
said it was nearly full of gold and silver 
and plato and jewelry. if so, tho gross 
value was a tremendous big sum, and tho 
fillowa must have had to make two or 
three trips of it to carry everything 
away. 

Till-; TitiA.viiLK oi' iiK.vrir. 
It was II o'clock in tho forenoon when 
the column suddenly halted, and a 

minute later tho news came down the 
lines that the trail of the lioutonant and 
his six men was blotted out by the hoof 
Ijriiits of Indian ponies. This meant that 
a war party had swung in behind them. 
Tho ponies had been at full gallop. 
That meant that tho party was in sight of 
the redskins. 

We rode on for a mile, and ju^t over 
tho crest of a ridge wo found the dead 
body of a cavalry horse. It belonged to 
one of the men with the lioutonant. 
Tho blood had poured out on tho ground 
from mouth to ears, proving that the 
swift ))aco had brought death. There 
had been an instant's halt here- jnat 
long enough for tho trooper to secure his 
aramuuitiun and :nount up behind a com- 
rade. 

Another mile and wo find where the 
ptirty halted again. A horse fell, but 
waa lifted u[) ai^ain and uri;ed lurward. 
Hero we picked up half a tlo/.en empty 
cartridu'o shells. The Indians had been 
held oil' fur ti time. Only half a mile had 
been jjasaed when tho horse went down 
again and died as he fell. Here he lies 
on tho frail, his bones picked almost 
clean since day before yesterday by wolf 
and vulture. Here we picked up a hand- 
ful of shells. As the ])arty started cm 
again two of the horses were carrying 
double. 

And whence were tho men fleeing I It 
is forty miles to Fort Wallace — thirty 
miles back to the temporary camp from 

where tho courier started with this escort. 
But they make head to the west, spur- 
ring tlieir jaded horses as they never 
used spurs before. Tho lieutenant rides 
ahead, looking for a battle ground — the 
Indians shriek and scream as they follow 
after. 

"Halt! Dismount! Lio down !" 

The two double loaded horses fell at 
tho same instant and lay prone upon the 
dry grass, of the sunbaked plains. Tho 
other three heavo two and fro and pitch 
about as their riders dismount, but keep 
their unsteady footing until brought 
down by the bullets of tho Indians. Now 
tho doom of the snldiers is surely sealed. 
They are but seven to forty, and tho 
ground furnishes all the cover a warrior 
could wish for. They make their circle 
to cut off all escvpo, dismount and tlieu 
creep forward up tho dry di ches — along 
the ridges from rock to rofk aiul hush 
to bush. Three of tho horses fell so as 
to make a triangle. Within this triangle 
gathered the seven men, using the bodies 
of the horses for a breast work. The 
sun was not yet two hours high. No 
man lived to relate what orders were 
given by the olUcer — what they planned 
— their hopes and fears. Under the 
burning August sun, without water, 
without hope of relief, with grim despair 
weighing them down, tliey hidd their 
own hour after hour. At 10 o'clock ono 
of their nuiuhor is killed. At noon n 
second. At 1 o'clock u third. At Imlf- 
past 1 a fourth. At 3 o'clock only the 
lieutenant and one man were loft. At 
1 there whs no more firing from the tri- 
angle, and the Indians charged to find 
that all were dead. 

Thoy are here before us just as the 
warriors found them. No, not that, but 
as thoy left them. The wcjlves and bu/.- 
zards have boon satisfied to feed on the 
horses and pass tho cm i)seH by, but as wo 
hiok down upon them every scjiilier cries 
out in liurrur iiiid inilignatioii. The 
devils wdio allow no mercy to the living 
ciiu feel 110 respect for tho dead who died 
a soldier's death. Thoy havo mutilated 
them until the spectacle will rise up us 
a nightmare to every man in this troop 
forever more. God bo thanked that all 
were dead before those lieiids began 
Work with arrow, tomahawk and knife ! 

Wo scatter (jut to .search the battlefield. 
Here a warrior was wcuuidetl — here one 
killed. Here — and here— and hero are 
blood spots, which the wolves havo 
passed by. They prove what a soldier 
loves to know— that his dead comrades 
fought a gallant tight. Scores and scores 
of empty shells in that bloody triangle, 
but not olio single cartridge left. Wo 
dig a trench for tho men — a grave for the 
uliicors — and wdien tho earth has covered 
tln;m in and wo li!ivo piled on stones as 
a safeguard against the hyenas of the 
plains wo ride ivway in silence. No 
man has a word for his comrade. Uu is 
too busy^with his thoughts. As that 
vision dances before his eyes and the 
odor of bluod clings to his scent he vows 
vengeance against warrior, S(juaw and 
papoose tu the end of time. 

A week later, as daylight breaks on 
the valley a hundred miles away, tho 
bugler sounds the charge, and wo dash 
into an Indian village. Nothing that 
lives is spared. No cry for quarter is 
iieeded. There are old mou tottering

Tlie'Seaach i.s said to liavo disclos'.'d fresh- 
ly killed seals aboard, and tin; .Minintuin 
Chief was taken to Ounalaska and placed in 
charge of the IJritish iiion-of-war .Mulp uiieiie 
and Daphne. It ia understood 1 hat a charge 
of having violated the ?nodii.~- rirftuli will 
also be laid against her. 

The schooner Winifred, which was seized 
I)}' the Corwin for transferring part of her 
cargo of skins to the steamer Coquithun, 
was alfo seized by the American rovonue 
cutler Richard Hush while in tlio Behring 
Sea. She, too, ia saiu to have had freshly 
killed seals on hoard. Sho was taken in 
tow by tho Albatross and headed for Sitka 
for delivery to the United Stivtca marshal. 

The bark Lydia wua caught in tho act of 
transferring seals supposed to have been 
killed in the forbidden waters, to the whal- 
ing bark Northern Light. The Northern 
Light escaped and iniile for tho South, but 
the Lydia was ciptured and sent in charge 
of a prize crew to Sitka. Tho U.S.S. 
Mohican also seized the sahooncr Jd.uc 
(iray, after warning her to keep out of 
Behring Sea. She will be charged with 
having riola^d (he modus vivendi.

Then again, Mr. Mitctgll goes on to say, 
"Smallpox attacks the clean man as quickly 
and as freely as tho hltliy man, and carries 
on its ravages in llie clean hoiiHo as freely 
as in the dirty hovel." iSueli a atateinent is 
directly contrary to all previiuis (!xperi- 
ence — witness the last great (•piilcmio in 
Canada, that which visited Montreal in 
I8SG. There the opposite to Mr. Milehell's 
stittement was most iiotice.ible. Where was 
the grcali at virulence of the disease? Whore 
the greatcab number of coses? Where the 
urenteat percentage of deaths ? In the poor 
districts, where the people kept their per- 
sons and houses unclean — principally the 
French-Canadian quarter. Many now iu 
Victoria were residents of Montreal or vi- 
cinity in the fall of 1886, and well remem- 
ber the scourge. 

Would not Mr. Mitchell interest tho pub- 
lic mind more if, instead of dilating upon 
what ho ia pleased to call my irrelevancy 
and unscient itio stuteuientB, lie tried to 
solve the difUciilty of all p.iat attacks being 
worst in the same ri'gicin ?

You will do veil nob to wait too long 
for unaniinbuB call from tho people. 
You can boo how ib has worked ui my 



case. I have been patient and pure in a 
political sense — pure as the b^ing pow- 
der whose name would have been put in 

here if check had boon received in tiuio 
— and yot, althougli, or although yot, 1 
should say perhaps, notwitliatandiiig the 
fact that 1 Iiave repeatedly given tho 
public to understand that my health was 
good enough to withstand the strain of a 
canvass, convention after convention has 
gone by and my name has not as yet boon 
presented. 

You are sensitive of course. Your 
whole nature recoils at tho idea of an- 
nouncing yourself, and yet if I had my 
life to live over again 1 would smotlier 
this shy feeling and lire my brain with 
koumiss.

1 alatod the last 
one several years ago, but he was defeat- 
ed and is playing beanbag at the poor 
farm this summer with a gent who has a 
theory about an international language, 
together with a long standing caao of 
paresis. 

Ever sinoe the mayor of Seattle said 
last year that " tho entire country has 
been this year at what may be called tho 
extreme sinister point of coniinorcial 
oscillation," 1 just gave up and went to 
work by tho week.

Yes, it would be well to subsidize the 
press, it \vould help you and at tho 
same time it would not ulFoiid tho press.

■,vit!i tb.e editor, fru.l yc.nraelf with the 
idea that ho will let you dictate the course 
of tho paper. You might come in on 
him during one of his lucid intervals and 
bo thrown out. Editors do not feel 
bound to drop their work in the morning 
and [ilay cnKpiet with the casual outcasts 
whom they mot the evening before. 

Do not go into the edit(U-'s ullice to 
" cheer him up." You would notgointcj 
a merchant's ullice to cheer him u]i, w-(juld 
ynXi >. Not if he saw you lir.st. Editur.s 
aro tho only ones who havo twice as much 
to do as anybody else, and yet have to be 
cheered up by men who are tho life and 
sunlight of a smoking car and have an 
hour or two to spare, so come in to "swap 
lies with the editor." 

The only editor who succeeds in mak- 
ing his ollico a delightful rende/.vous is 
the editor who liuda himself at tho close 
of the second year with "a host of 
friond.s," a large exchange list and two 
bundles of pajier at the express ollicc 
which ho cannot get out. W'lum I ran 
a jiaper 1 did lujt refu.se to see anybody. 
Most anybody could drop in casually and 
havo fun with me. Even when the bail- 
ill' caino in, and 1 know that I ougat to 
work, 1 said : " Come right in. 1 never 
havo refused anybody yot, and it is too 
late now to begin." So ho came in. 

Tho manner in which you met the 
editor you sjjeak of waa cxtreuiely fortu- 
nate. Always meet an editor on the 
train if you can, especially if you wish to 
subsidi/.'i him. His wife's ill health ^vill 
Iso be a good thing not so much for her, 
but for yourself. 

You arc no doubt getting t\ good prop- 
erty if you buy the paper. Do not count 
too much, however, on the good will of a 
iHpor. \Vhcii I cloaod out at what waa 
ailed by tho foreign clothier who closed 
nio out "a great aacoli/.o," I did not get 
so much for the good will of the paper as 
I did for tho navy revolver which 1 had 
used in securing the good will. 

You noed an organ if you contemplate 
coming before tho people as a candidate, 
and I would say that you should lose no 
time in closing the trade. Unless ho has 
basely deceived you regarding tho bucket 
and the potash, you will do well to close 
with him at onco. 

Tho beauty of having an organ while 
you are a candidate is that while you can 
say tho most fulsome things about your- 
self no one will ever suapect that you 
have any interest in tho jiaper.

CllILIA.N BANDITS. 

Itnilal Alrncitlcs (Jiiiiuiilltctl liy Miseroaiila 
III' till' Worst Class Iiiiagliialili'. 

r.\s.\.\iA, Aug. II, — An account of atroci- 
ties iu Chili by the shooting, robbing and 
brutal treatment by bandits of two pronu- 
ucnt families has been received hero aa fol- 
lows: Don Jose Miquol Valosco, of Cotapos, 
mid family, while en route to Santingostopped 
at Don Juiui del I'enil's hoiiHo. About 
7 :.')0 on Saturday evening, \'alesco, in com- 
pany witli tho inciiibers of his family, was 
iu a room which opens onto the corridor of 
tho hoUHo when a luunber of voices were 
heard. \'alcsco unsuspectingly opened the 
door, w hen he was shot in the left check, 
the ball lodging in his bruin, and he fell 
mortally wouiideil. Yuleaco was then 
pounced upon hy one of tho banilits, who 
bound his arms, and, after robbing him 
of Ilia money and jewels, left 
him to tho other hanclits, who 
then clubbed the dying niau in tho 
head with tho butt eudi of their carbines. 
Mrs. Valosco seized her two children, took 
refuge in an atljoiiiing room, while her two 
daughters iled into the y.ird. Tho bandits 
quickly traced Mrs, Vulesco, uud, after 
maltreating her, bound her handa and feet, 
tore out her earrings, and Stripped her of 
other jewelry, llneateuiug to kill hor if she 
made the slightest noieo. 

Others pursued Miss Sara Valesco, tiring 
at her as sho went ncroES the yard with the 
two children. 8he sought refuge near tho 
kitchcD, . where the servant bad already 
fled, but directly she was traced, and sho, 
too, waa bound hand and foot and mal- 
treated. The butler, who started to assist 
his master, fell to the ground insensible, 
and being dragged to where Valesco luy dead, 
wiia thrown across his body. Don Andres 
Ilarailea, hearing tho shot, accompanied by a 
son, started for the scone, but had not gone 
far before ho was fired upon by some of the 
bandits, who had set a guard, and ho soon 
fell, wounded through the thigh. After 
plundering the house, tho bandits left, and 
tlioae who succeeded in hiding from them 
cau'o out and unbound tho victims. The 
gong numbered about twenty, their faces 
were covered wfth handkerchiefs, and they 
were far from being of tho vulgar class. 

About tho same time of the evening three 
men asked to be allowed to remain for tho 
night at the house of Don Jose .Morceder 
Leal, at Uobleria. In the middle of tho 
night they arose, forced an entrance to the 
host's bedroom and stabbed him and wife to 
death. A 10-year-old son escaped, and later 
identified two men who have since been ar- 
rested on suspicion of complicity.

(lalveston, Texas, says tho city of Bolivar 

has fallen into tho hands of tho Icgalista 
after a desperate and bloody battle, 
Tho Legalists, somo ■1,0(10 strong, 
were iu command of Cionerals Her- 
nandez and (iil. They appeared be- 
fore the city early tliia morning 
and demanded of tlio comniaiider of the 
government forces that he surnmder, A 
[iroinpt retuaul precipicateii the eiigugciueiit. 
Hermmde/. and (Iil, at the head of their 
forces, advanced on the govornment troopa 
in the face of a niurderoua lire. Tho Gov- 
ernmentals gave back slowly, and it waa net 
until tienerals Carrera, Aco.staunii Ijaudelato 
had licen killed at the head of their troops, 
that the ( Hivcrnmcntals broke and retired 
from the field in disorder, leaving on tho 
field nearly .'iOO men dead. Tho Legalists, 
while they lost no general oiBcers, sulTered 
fully as mucli as tho GovernmeDcals, losing 
almost 500 men. 



EARLY lULLWAY TKAVELLNCr. 

The first regular tnuu service in this 
country commenced on tho Liverpool and 
Manchester Railway on Friday Septem- 
ber 17. 1830, two days after tho opeuint; 
of the line. It waa not on a very ainliiti- 
ous scale ; three trains c*ch way on week 
days and two on Sundays were deemed 
(|uile Hullicient. The novelty . of tho 
thing, how ever, at first, and very soon its 
proved safety and elUciency, led at once 
to a much larger traOic than had been 
anticipated, and as tho company could 
obtain rolling stock tho service was in- 
creased. For a time the jieoplo wlio had 
venturcMl to risk their lives by the now 
mode of convey.-ince werc lhe objcct.s of 
admiration for tlicir ciuirage or of coii- 
teuiiit for tlieir foolhardiiieas ; but one by 
one the coaches hiid to bo taken olf tho 
road and everybody went by rail. 

Tho time occupied in the journej* was 
at first seldom more than two hours and 
often less, the distance being thirtj'-one 
milea, but even this r.ato waa too fast for 
Home j)cii|il(', for a gentlemen, writing 
about six weeks after tho opening of the 
line, says tho speed was too great to bo 
pleasant and caused him to feel somewhat 
giddy. The traveling was not very com- 
fortable undoubtedly ; tho coaches wore 
at first only coupled with chains, as wag- 
0113 are now, so that they jerked tho un- 
fortunate passengers nearly ofl' their seats 
at starting and clashed violently against 
each other when the driver put on his 
break. When fairly in motion, if tho 
8|)ecd was any but tho slowest tho very 
short wheel base produced a jiitohiug ac- 
tion so trying that if tho journey liad not 
boon a short ouo it would have seriously 
ali'ected tho popularity of the railway as a 
means of imssengor transit. — Cornhill 
Maga/.ino.

Ho.MESTEiXD, Aug. 13, — Tho executive 
committee of the American Federation of 
Labor arrived at Homestead at 11 o'clock 
this morning, and were closeted with the 
advisory committee. " We find, greatly tu 
our pleasure," said President Goniper.s, 
" that tho Homestead men are in a|)leniliil 
condition, and that everything points to a 
glorious victory." Tho chances are that a 
statement will be drawn up and given to the 
press outlining tlie position and presenting 
to the world tho exact situation at Home- 
stead. 

This morning a teamster from Braddock 
began transferring household goods belong- 
ing to the Union Steel Works from the ferry 
to one of the coinpany's houses near tho mill 
yard on ICighih avenue. ,Ho was 
stopped by strikers, who ordered him 
to turn back, but he refused. Half 
an hour later he returned with an 
empty ,vagon and was again stopped. The 
leader of the crowd said, " If we catch you 
here again we will break your head. We 
will not permit any man to bring scab's 
goods into this town. No white man would 
be guilty of such a thing." The driver 
moved on, unmindful of the man's epithets 
flung at him. Over L'OO non-union men oc 
cupiod rooms in the company houses back of 
tho Carnegie hotel lust night. Tho houses 
were closely guarded and the occupants were 
not molested.

Not tho least intorostiiig object among 
tho iniiuiucrablo collected and preserved 
at this I\Iccc:i of the tourist, Mt. Vernon, 
is tlio sturdy little l']nglisli o:ik true, which 
was planted by ilircet order of tlio Princo 
of Wales, soveral years ago, and which 
now drives its tenacious roofs in tho 
sacretl ground fronting tho tomb of Gen- 
oral Oeorgo Washington. 

The history of thia thriving tree, mado 
famous by distinguished asauciatiuii, is 
very iiitorestiiig, and its plaiiting carries 
with it a story within a story. In l-SliO, 
tho Princo of Wales visited tho country 
as a guest of President Buchanan, and 
necessarily ono of tho first places for re- 
viewing that suggested itself after the 
National Capital, was Mt. Veriuui. So 
thither lie went with a disliiigiiisliod 
.-\iiiericau escort. The trij) down the 
Potomac was very diU'ereiit from one 
made in our day ; Alexandria was thou 
an iinpovtaiit city, now ligurativoly moss 
covered ; Ft. Washington ramparts wero 
crowned with primitivo guns, now they 
are capped with modem and destructive 
artiiainuut. Upon reaching Mt. Vernon, 
tho beautiful Hiirrouiidiiigs, witli tliesetiti- 
iiienl:il and histuric:il associations of tho 
placed moved II. U.S., and for a longtime 
lie stood witli uiiciivered head, gazing on 
the uii|iroteiitii)Ua luuib uf Wasliiiigtuu. 

Stooping down ho picked from the 
E;round a buck-eye nut. Then, stepping 
back several foot and still facing tho tomb, 
he made a hole in tlie grouiitl with his 
cane, placed the nut iu and covered it 
over with the soft earth, thus cnnlribut- 
iiig a deliciito tribute 'ollu; iiiemory nf one 
whom he greatly :idiiiirc(l and wluun lii.-> 
host revered. It is needless to say tlic 
life and growth of the tiny shoot, which 
in time pushed its head above earth, was 
watched and nurtured. 

Fur tlirce years it grow, a delicate sap- 
[iliug ; then died. 

.Sover:il years ago Sir .) uliaii I'auiicofote 
returned to Fiigland ini a vi.sit, and iiici- 
(lent:il]y the f.-ito of the tree was brought 
into a coiivers:il ion he luid with tlie 
Prince. 'I'lion it was tint the latter, who 
hud been disai)[)oiiited at the failure, sul;- 
gostod to Sir .hilian, in view of the fact of 
tlietreo having died, the advisability, with 
the consent of tlic Ladies' As.soci.it i ni in 
charge of iMt. \'criioii, of |daiitiiig an- 
other in its stead, and tliereiijjon he di- 
rected Sir .Julian Pauiicefote to phiiit a 
tree upon tlie same site where he had at- 
tempted to root ono away back iu the 
sixties. 

I'pon the return of tho British Minister 
from Fiiglaiid, in the autniiin of LS.SII, he 
consulted with the late iMrs. Lily L. Mac- 
ales'.cr L;iiigton, Uegeiit of the associa- 
tion, ami it resulted in their arranging a 
plan to ])laiit a tree with due ceremony iu 
May, ISUO. Tho slip selected was not, 
however, of the variety formerly attempt- 
ed, and was not sturdy enough — and as 
it was meant to bo porinanont and repro- 
seiitative — a Britisli oak was selected. 
Mr. Harrison Dodge, tho Secretary and 
Superintendent of the Association of Mt. 
Vernon, procured from the botaiiicjd gar- 
dens such a tree, wliich had presumably 
boon propagated frtjm an acorn, brought 
at scnno time from England. 

During tho month of May, 1800, on tho 
initial trip of the then new iron steamer 
Charles Macalester, which runs from 
Wasliiiigtoii to Mt. Vernon, tho Regent, 
with Sir .lulian I'auiiccfote, Mr. George 
W. Childs, from Philadolpliia, and many 
other persons proniinont in di])l(nn.atic 
and social circles, journeyed to iMt. Ver- 
non to participate in tho formal planting 
of this gift from England's Prince. 

Tho tree had been carefully nurtured 
for months at the (iovernmont (iardeiis, 
and was now ready for planting in the 
same ground wliero tho buckeye had 
strugglud f.u life. 

Sir tluliaii made an eloquent and apjiro- 
priato address of [iresontation, which w.is 
resjimided to in a delicate speech of ac- 
ceptance and appreciation by tho Regent 
of the Association. The event was one 
causing national iuleiest and coinineut. 

Tlieii cnuies the story witliiii itself. A 
well-meaning though nvther ambitious 
Wasliingt n curresjiondont wishing, in 
tho vernacular of tho noivspaper man, to 
obtain a "beat" on his brethren, inter- 
viowed the Secretary of Mount Vernon 
.\ssoei,at ion for "points. ' lie wisiied to 
know if tlie tree then iilaiited had been 
brought from l']iiglaiid. He was told no, 
but perhaps it may have been propagated 
from ail acorn whose parent tree might 
have been brought from across tho sea. 

Tho disclosure was commonplace to a 
modern correspondent, and detracted too 
materially from the seiitnneiit of the oc- 
casion, .so lie concluded to imiirovi^ on it. 
.•\ci-ordiiigly, the iic.xt day, when theva- 
linus iiccounts of the Lerenioiiics were 
pulili,'<hed, Ids coulribul ion to a promi- 
lieut Waaliiiigton paper outrivaled tliein 
all, for with detailed vividness he pictured 
H.R.H the Princo of Wales selecting an 
iicorii in the autumn of 1880, handing it 
to Sir Julian for oilicial disposition upun 
his return to Aniorica, and in a triiie over 
six months Sir .lulian planted an eiyht- 
foiit oak. 

Tiio ab.surdity of such declaration of 
rapid plienoiiieiial growth never presented 
itself, however for months to the jirogres- 
sivo news gatherer, us ho reveled in the 
knowledge that his history and descrip- 
tion of tho curcniony tilono was original, 
as indeed it was unfortunately for tiiose 
who had taken ]i,-U't in the iJatiting, for 
I) thia day they've never heard the end 
f Ihis fable acorn which in a few inoiitlis 
eveloped to a miglity oak. 
1 1, thrives now in its healed p;isition 
and lias thrown out slender branches, giv- 1 
ing every indication of becoming a great 
tree, whoso boughs and leaves will shade 
the sacred ground from which they draw 
their life. 

The changes" at and about Mt. Vernon 
within a few months are luiiiierons; build- 
ings have been restored to their original 
architectural linos, the grounds have been 
improved by roadways, and a beautiful 
park, facing the iiiansiiui, has been fenced 
ill and again slocked with deer, iis it was 
in tho lime of Washington. Tho most 



inarkod iinprovoinont, however, is tho in- 
auguration of a chemical and steam iiro 
equipment about completed. Such a pre- 
caution has boon needed for years', and 

its absence has been tho incaus of pro- 
venting niaiiy persons, owning authentic 
relic; of George Wnahington, from bo- 
(lueatliiiig or loaning thein to this Asso- 
ciation of IMt. Vernon, from which many 
emanated ami v/lierc, it is to bo hoped, 
they will bo gathered eventually. Tliis 
latest precaution for absolute safety from 
fire will undoubtedly induce mony to re- 
linquish their Washington collections. 

Mount Vernon is under the direction 
of tho L;vdie,s' Association, which body is 
coiii])osed of a represeiitiitivo from each 
State in tlie L'liioii, and jiresidod over by 
one of tlieir number as Regent, also an 
Advisory Bo;u-d, consisting of Mr. .lustin 
Fiold and James G. Welling, LL.D., from 
tho District of Columbia; .liidgo .losepli 
P. Comegys, of Delaware; Colonel C. C. 
.Jones, of Georgia; Dr. Thomas M. Mc- 
Cartur, of New .Jersey; Mr. George W. 
Childs, of Pennsylvania, and Hon. John 
a. Barliour, of Virginia, together with ;i 
resident Secretary and SuperiiitoiulGnt 
and Treasurer. In the liiinds of this body 
is entrusted the giiardiansliip of this old 
lioiiieatead; on thoin falls the responsi- 
bility of gathering hero and preserving for 
future' generations authenticated relics, 
known to have been associated with tho 
^V;lsllillyton family, belongings so sacred 
to tho people of this country, and oven to 
those of Etiro)ie. 

Tlieir task has been a atuiioiidous one, 
but tlieir cH'orts have been crowned with 
remarkable success, for the roiuns witliin 
tho walls of tho old mansion are furnialu'd 
!is they wore when Washington occupied 
them, nuich of the old furniture, paint- 
ings and little appnintments and iixings 
having been bought or given for the res- 
toration of what should bo the museum of 
all that is identidcd with tho Father of 
ills Countiy. 

\\'itliiil the past few ye;irM v;dn;d]le ac- 
(luisitions Ikivc been made, auioiig which 
are two jld portraits, one of Mrs. Betty 
Lewis, tho qther of Lawrence Washing- 
ton, and a handsomely carved bedstead 
from Mltlnuu, on the Ycn-k river, the resi- 
d','nee uf Ciilonel I'.issett, a brotlier-in-l.aw 
of Martha W;isliington. In this bed .loliii 
Curtis, the only sou of IMrs. Washinglon, 
died. 

A sun-dial jireseuted by Rhode Ldand 
is erected over the site of the original 
dial used by Washingtini. A very inter- 
esting and valuable relic is Wasliiiigton's 
I'aiewell .\ddr03S, It is embodied in a 
copy of Clay poole's American Daily Ad- 
vortisor for September 19, 1708, and on 



it are tho inar^jinal corrections made by 
Washington in l)is own handwriting, bo- 
fore it wont to press. It has been hand- 
somely mounted on glass and sot in a 

swinging frame, beautifully carved. Tho 
entire thing was jireseuted bv Mr. George 
W. Childs,' of Pliiladelphia." 

A new day ia evidently dawning for 
I\louiit Vernon, and it should in view of 
tho approaeliiiig G.A.R. meeting next 
September in Washington and the ^Vork^s 
Fair. i\Iany foreign visitors journeying 
there will not fail to see Jlount Vernon. 
Marked change is seen going or returning 
on this Potomac trip at Fort W'tishiiigt; !! 
wliicli is about four mi!e,i; away, and is 
even visible from the high ground of the 
mansion. As the steamer glides by it on 
the return trip the tourist i.s struck witii 
the ni:ivelous r.etivity iti pushing to com- 
pletion the now earthworks, mounting of 
guns and general equipment, which will, 
with Fort Monroe, in the event of war, 
absolutely protect tho N;itioiial Ca))ital 
by water-way.

Divers made a complete examination of 
tho injuries to H.M.S. Warspite yesterday 
afternoon and have reported that the in- 
juries tho big cruiser sustained through tho 
"steeplechase" in Discovery Passage, are 
very much greater than was at first sup- 
posed. In fact tho ship had a very narrow 
escape, and the only surprise expressed is 
that she did not have such a big hole made 
iu her bottom as to make her almost a total 
wreck. 

Tho complete report mudo by the diver 
cannot be had for publication. It is ascer- 
taiacd, however, that there aro thrte places 
where tho woejilun ulieathing ia torn away 
and three holes uro made in the false bot- 
tom. Some three or four of the big frames 
of steel or iron are badly bent, having 
been jammed in by tho forc» of the concus- 
sion. This also displaced some of tho plates 
which were not pierced through, so that no 
water was taken in. 

The Warspite will be put in the dry dock 
probably on Monday night or Tuesday 
morning, at any rate as aoon as tho 
(Juailra goes out and tho tide is high enough 
to t.ikc the flagsliipa in. Tho injuries will 
bo repaired as speedily as possible but it 
will probably take a mouth, if not moro to 
do the necessary work. 

Tho announcement made yesterday morn- 
ing that tho Warspito had been damaged by 
collision with a rock in Discovery I'asaage 
was received in Victoria with regret. 
Many anxious cn(|uiricH u ere made as to 
the exact extent of tho daiuuge, but il was 
imiiosaiblc until late iu tho day to get any 
more particulars than those given iu the 
Coi.d.MST. The accident did not occur on 
Friday morning, but on Wednesday night, 
just before tlie Warspito was going to an- 
chor for the night. She was at the time in 
Discovery Passage, this side of .Seymour 
N.irrows, and at a place where the Ad- 
miralty chart shoived no less than 
.-(>/!/ fathoms of water. \S hen tho liagaliip 
struck she trembled like an aspen leaf and 
careened to starboard, having been hit about 
amidships on the port side. Tlio force of 
the blow brought tho ship almost to a stand- 
still for a moment, but although tho 
engines were immediately stopped, she 
ahead again with tho momentum 
already at'quirod. After listing she came 
back again ou tho rock, striking a second 
and a third time in tho same woy. Then 
she slowly swung aside, and after sounding 
the well to seo if she was taking any water, 
anchor was dropped for the night. Tho 
■hip's officers had an examination of the 
rock made as soon aa possible, when it was 
found to bo an isolated boulder rising from 
tho bottom of tho passage like a huge solid 
pillar, there being deep water all around. 
The depth at the top of the rook, however, 
was only three fathoms, or about 18 feet, 
while the Warspite waa drawing about 23 
feet. How narrow the escape from a most 
disastrous accident ean be aeen when it is 
known that bad the ahip atruok the rock 
square with the keel, au wenld beyond all 
question of a doubt have been a total 
wreck. 

Until tho Warspite goes into the dry 
dock no estimate can be made of the amount 
of money it will cost to make tho repairs, 
but it will bo away up in tho thousands. As 
an old mariner out at the dry dock remark- 
ed yesterday, "They'll find out some day 
where all those rocka are, but it will be on 
expensive process." 

Arrangements had been made to have 
tho Nymplie go into tho dry dock next 
week, when tho Quadra comes out, but the 
accident has made au alteration in the 
plana. The Warspito will go into the dock, 
ami tho Nympho will go north to make an 
oiiicial survey of the portion of the passage 
where tho accident happened, and in future 
the place will bo marked on tho charts with 
the name "Warspite rock."
